Press Is Charged 


C a r o l i n a Publisher De- 
clares Freedom of Press 


Is Threatened 


CHARLESTON, S. C.-(/l')-Col. R. 


R. McCormick, publisher of Charleston 
Tribune, said in a college commence- 
ment .here Friday that with all the 
recent progress of newspapers, efforts 
have been made in the last 10 years 
to destroy freedom of the press. 


Colonel McCormick addressed the 


graduating class of the Citadel, South 
Carolina Military College. He listed 
instances in Illinois, Ohio and other 
states where, he said, unsuccessful ef- 
forts were made to persecute news- 
papermen. He continued:

"Are all these efforts to imprison the 


press, coming in rapid succession all 
over the country, mere coincidences, 
or do they indicate an almost nation- 
wide effort to re-impose persecution 
upon liberty? 


"Is it u part of a general movement 


of those in political power to muzzle 
protest? Do we find in these attacks 
upon the press a determined effort, if 
not yet an organized movement, to 
establish a ruling class?"

men who earlier in the morning were 
quietly moved out of the yards by 
several hundred police reserves atfer 
blockading th'me Pennsylvania main 
line all night. 


The veterans were finally subdued 


and forced into the main group.

When the. "bonus marchers," most- 


ly' Texans, arrived on a special frcighi 
train late Friday afternoon, they were 
conducted to the Mid-South lair- 
grounds, where national guard tents 
had been erected for them. 


Before their arrival .officers of three 


service organizations and city officials 
met and' provided a .truck load of food 
for the men. 


"We are going to treat them kindly 


while they are here," H. J. Cobum, 
commander of the disabled veterans of 
the World war said, "but we all agreed 
at the meeting that we would do noth- 
ing to encourage them. We all, are 
opposed to the march." 


Difficulties • beset the army .in get- 


ting a train out of Memphis. The 
transportation committee and police 
officials were unable to get railroad' 
officials to permit use of their freight 
trains for a trip cither to Nashville or 
Chattanooga.

Says'Lamb 


Railroads which operate in Arkansas 


ask only that existing transportation 
regulations and laws be applied' to 
other forms of transportation, which, 
at present, are unregulated because 
these laws are not enforced, said W. 
E. Lamb, superintendent of the Mis- 
souri l-'acific'railroad, in a speech at 
the Kiwanis Club Friday night at tlie 
New Capital Hotel. 
' , 


Mr. Lamb said that the prosperity 


of his railroad and the prosperity of 
Hempstead county were so inter-relat- 
ed that anything affecting the com- 
mercial, or even the social life of the 
country, .also affected the Missouri 
Pacific. 


"It is for shippers lo decide wheth- 


er or not we have railroads by the 
time • Ihe nation has recovered from 
present conditions," he said. 
These 


conditions have affected the railroads 
more .than other business only bo- 
cause of other forms of competition, 
which he termed unregulated becaiise 
the stale did nol have financial rev- 
enues lo enforce rate schedules hand- 
ed down by. the state- department. 
Transportation cannot cxisl, he sai'I, 
when il is partly regulated and partly 
not regulated. Such cut-throat com- 
pelilion can only damage, or even 
dcslroy normal possibililies of profil in 
many lines of business where prices 
arc greatly affected by shipping costs. 
He said the railroads realized the im- 
portance of regulation, but that the 
same regulalions should' apply lo com- 
peting transportation forms. 


He decried 
the 
present 
system 


whereby millioijs of dollars are spent 
to keep waterways open to traffic, ev- 
ery dollar pf which is paid by tax- 
payers, and none by Ihe shipper or 
river transportation company. He told 
ho wa recenl news Hem had reported 
salisfactory profits during a certain 
season; when investigalion disclosed 
no consideration had been taken, even, 
of the investmenl in equipment to 
move tlie barges, to say nothing of the 
cost of keeping the river channel 
open.

Sees No Danger 


of War in Asia 


Viscount Saito Criticizes 
,U. S. and European Opin- 


ion as Too Hasty 


TOKIO—(#>)—There is absolutely no 


danger of war between Japan 
and 


Soviet Russia, Viscount Mak'oto Saito 
declared Thursday in one of his first 
statements on foreign policy since he 
assumed the premiership last week. 


"The Japanese government has said 


repetedly that no danger of war with 
the Soviet Union exists," said the pre- 
mier; who also presides over the For- 
eign office. 


"He accused "a considerable and in- 


fluential section 
of 
American and 


European opinion" of being too hasty 
in criticizing Japan's course in Man- 
churia and Shanghai, and hinted that 
possibilities might impel the Tokio 
government to withdraw from the 
League of Nations. 


"It is impossible to say," he assert- 


ed, "that withdrawal from the league 
might not under some circumstances 
be the right course for Japan to pur- 
sue. But 1 hope such circumstances 
may not arise." 


The premier said that "the attitude 


of the Soviet government respecting 
affairs in Manchuria has been perfect- 
ly correct, and we only wish that the 
Scviet government might see a way 
to repose such a further measure ol 
confidence in Japan's 
sincerity as 


wculd enable the Soviet Union to dis- 
continue all concentration of troops in 
the Far East.
